for M adaly nne Obenchain, and be­ 
cause he knew th at he conld nev er 
m ean any thing in her life until K en­ 
nedy was dead, was in the hands of 
the authorities here today . 
The letter was addressed to Mrs. 
Obenchain, and was receiv ed at the 
county jail. The authorities put no 
faith in 
the letter, 
believ ing the 
w riter insane. 
The state has positiv e proof of the 
motiv e of A rthur C. Burch, charged 
with killing Kennedy , according to 
Malcolm M cLarsen, special detectiv e 
for the district attorney ’s office. 
“We know enough about B urch’s 
relations w ith Mrs. Obenchain to 
back up our case,” M cLaren said. 
“W e know th at he would do any ­ 
thing she w anted him to. We can­ 
not div ulge our inform ation regard­ 
ing the m otiv e at the present tim e, 
but we hav e enough to secure his 
conv iction.” 
“M cLaren is giv en to large state­ 
m ents rath er 
than to 
facts,” was 
Ralph O benchain’s only comm ent on 
M cLaren’s contention. 
The prosecution, it was learned 
today , planned to conduct an inv es­ 
tigation in New York in connection 
w ith Mrs. O benchain’s past. 
W hile Mrs. O benchain liv ed m ost 
of the tim e in Ev anston, 111., and St. 
Paul, Minn., her address on her bag­ 
gage, now in the hands of the au­ 
thorities, is giv en as New York city , 
th e district attorney ’s office said to­ 
day .

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 22.—Through 
a" crowd of “m urder fans” lined ten 
to fifteen deep along Buena Vista 
street, the

M adaly nne Obenchain, charged w ith 
A rthur C. Burch w ith the m urder of 
John Belton Kennedy , walked from 
the county jail to the courtroom of 
Judge Sidney Reev e to appear while 
her attorney s m ade a req uest for a 
postponem ent of the arraignm ent. 
A ttorney W arren W illiam s, acting 
for the defense, made the motion for 
postponem ent, declaring th at a post­ 
ponem ent had been stipulated be­ 
tw een the defense and the prosecu­ 
tion to th a t effect. 
Judge Reev e granted the req uest, 
and set the arraignm ent ov er until 
Monday , August 29 .

O benchain’s 
long 
w h i t e 
glov es, w hite silk skirt and w hite 
slippers and stockings stood out in 
sharp contrast w ith her black coat 
and hat—the same ones she was 
w earing w hen she was arrested. 
Ralph Obenchain alternately con­ 
v ersed w ith the defense attorney s 
and M adaly nne and Burch. He did 
not, howev er, address the c ourt 
Rev . W illiam A. Burch sat in the 
front row of seats behind the railing. 
H e gav e close attention to the pro­ 
ceedings, but did not talk either to 
the attorney s or to his son. 
Both Mrs. Obenchain and Burch 
appeared in ex cellent spirits.

W aters which inundated the 
capitol grounds and flooded the 
basem ents 
and lower 
floors of 
state buildings were q uickly re­ 
ceding today .

records 
stored in the basem ents of the 
state buildings w ere sav ed. Tnose 
which 
w ere 
ruined 
by 
being 
stored in non-w aterproof v aults 
were of slight v alue. 
T otal dam age to state property 
will be m uch less than estim ated 
A prelim inary surv ey today after 
w hen the flood was a t its crest, 
the w aters had receded set the 
damage a t $150,000. 
T here was am ple w arning of 
the rising w ater, which reached 
the peak about m idnight. Most 
of the residents mov ed their be­ 
longings to the second floor, and 
m erely sat and w atched the wa­ 
ter go by . No one fled from the 
district, as 
far as 
could be 
learned today . 
Some crop dam age was report­ 
ed abov e Phoenix , but none be 
low the city , as there is v ery 
little irrigable land there. 
All of the v aluable state rec­ 


ords w ere kept on the second 
floor of the state capitol, and 
w ere thus undamaged. 
The flood affected only the 
residence district of the city , in 
which the 
capitol is 
situated. 
The flooded district is a mile 
and a q uarter from the center of 
town. 
T here was none of the flood 
w ater left in Phoenix today , sav e 
in a few basem ents. 
The telephone and telegraph 
com panies reported th at all their 
lines w ere practically restored 
again th is afternoon. 
Most of 
the residents of the city took the 
flood as a joke, as this part of 
Arizona is not generally giv en to 
m anifestations of th is sort. 
Business was going on as us­ 
ual, the flood w aters not hav ing 
touched 
the 
business 
district. 
The principal damage in the city 
itself, estim ated at $150,000, was 
done to the capitol building and 
grounds. 
Slight damage w as also done 
to a num ber of residents. The 
injury 
to 
farm 
land 
through 
w ashouts had not been estim ated 
today , but it is reported to be 
small.

Identified by a Long Beach garage 
man, W. H. Harbough. a San Jose 
grocer, who recently suffered a loss 
of memory and who could not recall 
his own name, was being held at the 
county jail today p ending the arriv­ 
al of his wife from San Jose. 
Harbough was p icked up by a state 
# arole officer at Oceanside last Fri­ 
day night and turned over to the au­ 
thorities here. 
He could not remem­ 
ber where he lived or how he hap ­ 
p ened to be in Southern California. 
E. E. Stevens, p rop rietor of the 
Missouri Garage, 
at 
Long Beach, 
from whom Harbough recently rent­ 
ed p arking sp ace, 
identified 
him. 
Stevens read an account of the man’s 
p redicament in a Los Angeles p a­ 
p er. 
Although no name of the ap ha^ 
sla victim was given, Stevens con­ 
cluded that the man was Harbough, 
after reading his descrip tion, and be­ 
cause of the fact that he had my ster­ 
iously disap p eared 
after renting a 
sp ace in his garagfe at Long Beach. 
Stevers came to Santa Ana late 
Saturday night and saw Harbough 
at the county Jail. 
He called him 
by name and told the man where he 
lived. 
“T hat’s it!” he ex claimed. “Where 
is mamma?" 
The authorities believe that Har­ 
bough is accustomed to calling his 
wife “Mamma.” 
He was told that 
she was in San Jose and that a tele­ 
gram would be sent to her request­ 
ing her to come here at once. 
According to Stevens, Harbough 
came to his p lace about three weeks 
ago. 
He was driving a Ford car. 
Stevens said that Harbough told him 
that he p lanned to conduct a trans­ 
fer business on a small scale and 
that he desired to rent a sp ace 
in 
his garage where he could p ark his 
automobile. 
Thqn Harbough dis­ 
ap p eared. 
Stevens, 
who 
had secured H ar- 
bough’s former address at San Jose, 
wrote to his wife and told her of the 
disap p earance of Harbough and in

Yesterday , the y esterday sp oken of 
by old timers, Dan Baker’s sign was 
w ritten with similar words.

p ool a t Fourth and Main, Baker p ut 
up a sign, “No Hunting Allowed.” 
That sign was written 
by

wielder of as caustic, y et as bril­ 
liant a p en as has inscribed a word 
of Santa Ana’s history .

Democratic warhorse, editor of the 
Weekly Standard: an editor of his

W hat is an anticline? 
W hat is a syncliiye? 
, 
Santa Ana

\now that efforts are being made to 
induce operations which it is be­ 
liev ed will demonstrate that an oil 
pool dips into the city limits of San­ 
ta Ana. 
I 
The questions 
are 
becoming of 
deeper concern to the people of this 
community as the dev elopment of 
the oil fields at Huntington Beach 
and elsewhere progress and the der­ 
ricks and leasing activ ities 
of 
oil 
companies are increasing 
in 
this 
county. 
An anticline, with its complement, 
the syncline, recalls the appearance 
of a slightly rumpled table cloth — 
the upward 
fold 
representing the 
anticline, and the downward fold, or 
trough, the syncline. 
The indiv idual 
wrinkles, sometimes short, 
some­ 
times long, succeed each other at in­ 
constant interv als, and, while tend­ 
ing, perhaps, to run in a particular 
direction are yet frequently strag­ 
gling and irregular. 
Stra ta Forma tion 
A certain conformation of strata 
is necessary for the accumulation 
of petroleum into pools and it has 
been long recognized that the antl- 
clinial, or terract structure, which 
characterizes the principal oil fields,' 
is a most important factor in this, 
condition. 
In many instances the upper part: 
of an anticline 
has 
been eroded,; 
leav ing the surface lev el with only 
the outcrops of the eroded strata to 
define its existence. 
W'here it is 
uneroded, the structure is defined by 
a knoll, or foothill, which explains 
to the layman why drilling opera­ 
tions are often started on the high 
ground, rather than in the v alley. 
If one keeps in mind tbe fact that 
oil and water are of different densi­ 
ty, It is easy to understand that when 
the oil-bearing strata is folded into 
the anticline, the oil will take its 
place abov e the water. 
In other 
words, the structure is simply a trap. 
When gas is present 
it 
takes its 
place abov e the oil. 
The pressure 
of the gas is the canse of tbe gush­ 
ers. 
When the gas pressure is re­ 
liev ed by many wells hav ing been 
drilled in an oil-bearing formation, 
the oil m ust then be pumped. 
When 
a well ceases to flow. It does not 
mean that the oil is exhausted, by 
anv means. 
The final chapter in the history of 
ev ery oil field, howev er, rev eals the 
appearance of salt water, thus giv ­ 
ing instant support to the theory that 
oil and gas hav e been forced into 
the trap by water. 
Thre e Fa ults Found? 
It is declared that there are three 
faults between Santa Ana and the 
ocean, each dipping from the ocean 
toward Santa Ana. 
This is clearly 
determined by logs of water wells 
that hav e 
been bored in v arious 
parts of the section south and west 
of the city, according to statem ents 
of a man who has giv en he situation 
close study. 
W ater wells hav e be­ 
come of more than ordinary interest 
since the oil dev elopment at H unt­ 
ington Beach and water holes are 
being carefully logged, it is declar­ 
ed. 
One of the fault lines runs 
from the head of Newport Bay, in the 
general direction of Garden Grov e, it

Here is his story:

Peary. 
In his successful trip to the Pole he encount­ 
ered a smooth field of ice not only at his destination, 
but many miles before reaching it. 
Things, however, may have resumed their tradi­ 
tional torm by this time, and the aviator may find 
himself over only open water when his instrum ents 
tell him the Pole is beneath him. 


When Captain John Alcock won immortal fame 
by his flight across the Atlantic, he as least was 
flying in a region well known to man. 
It will take far more courage to jump off into the 
icy atmosphere of the land of eternal snows with 
no established destination in sight. 


But challenges of this kind have a tremendous 
appeal for adventurous men.
